To Long War,

The course of the aerial Battle 
of Britain thus far would seem to 
bear out the view, expressed by 
the writer in a previous dispatch, 
that this fateful air-~ engagement 
will be long-drawn. It is apparent 
that the Germans, their earlier 
hope of a knock-out blow having 


faded, have resigned themselves 


to a protracted, tedious and stub- 
born air struggle. 

On the basis of such information 
as is now available, we are now 
justified in assuming that the 
Royal Air Force can hold out until 
it is saved by the bell—which is 
to say by the sleety and foggy fall 
weather. Alerady British airmen 
have reported occasional ice for- 
mation on their wings. 

The discrepancy between Ger- 
man claims and British admis- 
sions as to the extent of damage 
to British objectives, especially 
aviation plants, is of course vast. 
But even if we give the Nazis the 
benefit of the doubt, that damage 
evidently is not extensive enough 
to make its consequences felt 
acutely for a month or two—and 
by that time the weather factor 
will provide a respite. 

Germany has little to gain, oth- 
er than melodramatic prestige, by 
actua! occupation of the British 
Isles. Except for coal, there is lit- 
tle in England that Hitler needs. 
His purpose will be to put British 


‘industry out of commission rather 


than to take it over, making the 


islands dependent on Germany for 
its economic rehabilitation. 

Such destruction he can accom- 
plish without landing a single sol- 
dier, if and when he clears the 
skies over the country of its aerial 


defenders. In fact, were the Nazis 


to occupy England and then sys- 


itematically destroy its industrial 


wealth, they would be accused of 
‘vandalism. Doing it by air bom- 
bardment, under the pretext of 
protracted preparation for inva- 
sion, they have a tactical justifi- 
cation. The effects would be the 
same, if they succeed—England 
would be left to dig itself out of 


‘the debris for generations.

Throngs of Night-Lifers 
‘Caught’ by Alarm in 
British Capital.

LONDON, Aug. 28.—(Wed- 
nesday)—Adolf Hitler’s night- 
flying raiders continued “in- 
somnia raids” on the London 
area last night and early to- 
day, dropping incendiary 
bomb clusters which started 
fires—and disturbing the 
slumbers of millions. But the 
British, after their six-hour 
siege in shelters Monday 
night and Tuesday morning, 
took the two alarms last night 
and today much more p patee- 


matically. 

There was less aintiaircraft can- 
nonading and searchlight activity, 
and many a yawning householder 
refused to leave his snug bed. 

The first raid, lasting about 2 
1-2 hours, ended just before mid- 
and was followed by an- 


other of less than an hour’s 
ration shortly after midnight.

At one northeast 
town a Nazi plane swooped down 
for a bit of ground-strafing, with 
a freight train as the apparent 
target.

Rabies in Atlanta decreased al- 
most 75 per cent last month over 
the corresponding month of 1939, 
W. H. Edwards Jr., public health 
engineer, announced yesterday. 

City health officials recorded 
40 positive heads 1939; 
while that figure dropped 12 
last month. During the period of 
last summer, Atlantans suffered 
110 ‘‘mad.dog”’ whereas the 
nuniber dropped 10 in July, 
1940. The total number of dog 
bites also shows a decrease of 
160. 

Edwards this 1mprov- 
ed health situation to Mr. and 
Mrs. Atlanta’s increasing interest 
in the -1re of their pets. 

To battle serious dog bites, 
than 10,000 Atlantans are 
co-operating with health authori- 
ties. The most dangerous dog, they 
learn, is the small puppy under 
three months age who still 
drinks milk and is petted by ev- 
eryone who comes along. As many 
as 23 persons have received rabid 
bites from one of these under- 
inoculation-age pups. 

Almost 1,000 persons were bit- 
ten by dogs last year; but only 
62 dogs were rabid and out of 
the 62 only two had been inocu- 
lated. 

Officials realize that protected 


dogs are well worth having in 
anyone’s home or back yard. Of 
Atlanta’s 32,000 dog populace, 
5,000 are destroyed each year by 
the city, 2,500 by the Atlanta Hu- 
mane Society. A licensed dog is 
never picked up unless he bites 
someone; and’ most of these dogs 
are returned to their owners 
within a few weeks.

Power dams, he asserted, are 
paying their way—‘from_ the 
standpoint of the treasury, the 
records of the great public power 
projects at Boulder Canyon on the 
Colorado and at Bonneville on the 
Columbia are reassuring.” 

He chided the Roosevelt admin- 
istration for its doctrine of “stat- 
ism” but refused to “condemn the 
New Deal in its entirety.”

Britain’s scattering of bombs 
over Germany is ‘‘completely aim- 
less,” said one source, whereas 
“London knows very well that 
the German air force has con- 
fined itself to military objectives 
in the vyicinity of the English 
capital.” 

In their latest forays against 
the British today, the Germans 
reported a squadron of new Dor- 
niers successfully resorted’ to

NEW

That was the deduction drawn 
today in American aircraft circles 
from a statement by the informa- 
tion director for the National Ad- 
visory Defense Commission that 
the nation’s plane output would be 
up to 36,000 a year by December, 
1941. 

Production of that* proportion 
would telescope into one year 
what Germany accomplished in 
four years of intensive effort. 

The most optimistic estimate of 
the nation’s ability to boost its 
airplane output—from industrial 
and not administration sources— 
up to now was a figure of 36,000 
planes a year in annual produc- 
tion by the spring of 1944. 

Here is some data to bring the 
problem into focus: 

Industry sources’ estimate it 
would require a plant investment 
of $390,000,000 for airplanes, pro- 
pellers and engines te produce 
36,000 planes a year. 

The annual output at that rate 
would be worth $2,670,000,000. 
That would be $370,000,000 more 
than the wholesale value of all 
the automobiles and trucks pro- 
duced in the United States and 
Canada in 1939. 

As against 100,000 persons em- 
ployed in all phases of aircraft 
production today, more than 500,- 
000 would be necessary to turn 
out 36,000 planes a year.

Hitler and Labor 


One of the strangest facets in Adolf Hitler’s 
Saga of conquest is the fact that, in country 
after country, labor leaders. were the prin- 
cipal individuals used to pave the way for his 
troops by demoralizing the public and pre- 
venting effective defense preparation in ad- 
vance, 

This was true of France,. of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, of Poland and of other countries. 

Yet, despite this fact, Hitler has exercised 
greater cruelty to labor in all of the conquered 
lands than upon any other class of society. 
As for organized labor, labor unions have 
simply ceased to exist when the Nazi system 
is once fully installed. 

In fact, one of the greatst threats of all 
that Nazism means, is leveled against labor 
unions. Hitler is cruel and hard on all groups 
in his occupied territory, but he puts far more 
than a figurative lash to the backs of the 
workers—in Germany, too. 

It may not be true in the United States, the 
nation now undergoing the preliminary “seed- 
ing” by Nazi agents in preparation for pos- 
sible invasion. Yet it is a recorded fact that 
both William Green, of the AFL, and John L. 
Lewis, of the CIO, have opposed the compul- 
sory military service bill, the keystone of the 
defense program for this nation. 

And it is likewise true that the longdrawn 
debates in the senate on conscription and 
other defense measures, are largely due to 
pacifist senators who have been closely allied 
with labor elements. The delay thus caused 
may well prove, in some future crisis, the 
means of fearful suffering and loss to the 
people of America. 

However, regardless of the attitude and ac- 
tion of these figures in the public eye, it is cer- 
tain that the rank and file of organized labor 
in the United States is fully aware of the 
emergency staring this country in the face. 
Likewise, those men and women, informed and 
thinking individuals, have watched the treat- 
ment which Hitler has meted to labor in the 
countries he has crushed. And they will have 
little patience with actions or policies that play 
into Hitler’s hands and that delay the essential 
defense preparations if this country is to be 
safe—in time. 


Modern Land Seekers 


According to recent announcement of the 
United States Land Office at Los Angeles seven 
million acres of public domain in southern Cal- 
ifornia are now available for sale or lease in 
parcels up to five acres. The prices? Not less 
than $1.25 an acre, plus a $5 filing fee. 

Opening day brought to light some rather 
interesting data, when about 100 applicants 
filed on land and hundreds of others ferreted 
through plot and tract books or made inquiries 
by telephone. Revealing as an indication of a 
present-day trend was the fact that the ma- 
jority of persons sought land for vacation homes 
and cottages, although a few applications came 
from pensioners and other individuals with 
steady incomes who said they planned to make 
permanent homes on the land acquired. 

A picture of the early land rush days of the 
west, when thousands of venturesome men and 
brave women pioneered that part of the coun- 
try, was recalled in a measure by the fact that 
the land was “plenty tough.” All of it is lo- 
- cated in desert or mountainous regions. Water, 
except in isolated cases, is available only by 
drilling of wells. In addition, applicants must 
locate the land themselves, without aid of en- 
terprising real estate salesmen. 

$o there are parallels here between the days 
that have gone and the days that are to come.

Listing Our Aliens 

Registration and fingerprinting of all aliens 
in the United States is now under way. It is 
a step which should have been taken long ago. 
It is, rightfully, a federal undertaking, with the 
post offices as the places where aliens may go 
to place their names and fingerprints on the 
records. 

No alien legitimately in this country and 
whose purposes are honest and above board 
will object to being listed. In fact, it would 
be an excelient thing for the nation iI every- 
body, citizens and aliens alike, were finger- 
printed for the files at Washington. It would 
immediately end all confusions as to identity 
and would be invaluable to the respectable 
citizen who may, by mischance, find himself 
in difficulty far from home, through no fault 
of his own. 

However, at this time, with a world in fear- 
ful turmoil and with the United States facing 
a very real threat from the agents and spies 
and Fifth Columnists within the nation, it is 
a matter of simple wisdom to record and iden- 
tify every alien resident here. 

One thing is sure, the aliens who come for- 
ward promptly and willingly and frankly will 
thereby largely remove from themselves any 
individual suspicion. The aliens who will need 
watching more closely are those who try to 
avoid, by one trick or pretext or another, the 
listing and fingerprinting now made manda- 
tory for them. 

Honest folks, alien or citizen, have nothing 
to hide. It is only those with ulterior purpose 
who will seek to keep secret their real identity 
or the status of their presence in this country.

The “Junior Inspectors’ Club” idea seems 
to be catching on. That the movement is 
spreading is seen in the news that another 
large city, Pittsburgh, plans to follow the ex- 
ample of New York. The idea is one of the 
best to make its way in the national life in 
many a day. 

The purpose of the club is to make youth 
conscious of, and interested in, their city gov- 
ernment, and to enlist them actively in keep- 
ing the city clean. The plan works like this: 
The city is divided into districts, in each of 
which there is set up a miniature city gov- 
ernment, complete with mayor, council and 
other “officials” elected by the school chil- 
dren in the districts. While seeking the co- 
operation of the schools, the club in no way 
interferes with classroom routine. Children 
become eligible for membership in the club 
only after they have performed certain duties 
and have had impressed upon them the im- 
portance of their participation in the club’s 
activities, 

Already the club in New York has gained 
results. The members’ contribution to the 
cleanliness of the city has run into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. The contribution it 
has made by keeping children off the streets 
and banding them together in a social effort 
cannot be computed. Pittsburgh merits com- 
mendation for following New York’s example, 
and it is to be hoped other cities will follow, 
likewise.

JUST ONE LITTLE VOTE? 
(From The Birmingham Age-Herald.) 

The person who refuses to pay his poll tax 
for the privilege of voting because “my one little 
vote would do no good” very often underesti- 
mates the possible value of his small, single vote. 
In Jefferson county local races one or two extra 
votes for a given candidate in each box in the 
county could have changed the outcome of several 
important primary races. 

But even in a presidential year, if you happen 


. to live in the right state, your vote might ber 


come much more important than you might imag- 
ine, not in Alabama where the Democratic nomi- 
nee will get such a whopping majority, of course, 
but in states where the vote is close. 

Dr. John Q. Stewart, of Princeton University, 
points out that New Hampshire’s four electoral 
votes swung into the Roosevelt columns by a bare 
majority, and that 1,910 individual votes swinging 
to Landon could have changed it. And 2,000 votes 
in a whole state is chicken feed in a presidential 
election. Extra hard work by the New Hamp- 
shire Republican organization could easily have 
changed 2,000 votes from Roosevelt to Landon in 
the state of New Hampshire in 1936. 

In 1884 only 575 New York voters have 
changed the result of a presidential election! If 
975 Cleveland voters had swung over to Blaine in 
New York, Blaine would have received the Em- 
pire State's 36 electoral votes and thus would 
have won the election and the course of American 
political history would have been changed. 

Just one little vote? Why, your one little vote, 
with the votes of several friends, might some day 
decide a city or county election of the greatest 
importance. 

The sovereign voter may feel at times that his 
ballot is a hollow privilege, but little votes, when 
there are enough of them, can make or break 
statesmen and demagogues, change history, put 
on or avoid taxes. : 

There are, in a democracy, few possessions 
that are more valuable to the individual than his 
one, single vote. °

NEW STAGE OF FOREIGN POLICY WASHINGTON, Aug. 


27. — The isolationists 
have held undisputed sway in the senate since the draft debate 
began, for the anti-isolationist leaders have not wished to prolong 
the orgy of oratory by answering them. This has had two results. 
Debate has reached a level indicated by the interesting contention 
of Senator Holt, of West Virginia, that a good education is the 
prelude to treason. And the isolationists have begun to seem to rule 
the roost 1n Washington. 

The President for one appears to be convinced, however, that 
the vociferousness of the senators opposing the draft is a poor test 
of the temper of the country. For, while the isolationists have 
talked their loudest since the fight over repeal of the arms em- 
bargo, the President has calmly proceeded to carry his foreign policy 
into an important new state of development. 

The establishment of the Canadian-American joint defense board 
is the only completed step the President has taken so far. But 
the negotiations for the lease of naval and air bases on British 
possessions in this hemisphere, and the discussions of transfer to 
the Britih navy of a number of over-age destroyers are equally 
important signs that this new stage of foreign policy has at last been 
entered. Taken together, the formation of the link with Canada, 
and the tackling of the naval and air base and destroyer problems 
can only mean that the President is ready to acknowledge, more 
frankly than ever before, his conviction of the dangers to this coun- 
try involved in total German victory in Europe. 


THE PRESIDENT ACTS Each of the three events has an in- 


dependent history. The need for ad- 
ditional bases in the Atlantic, both on Newfoundland to protect the 
arms industry of New England and in the Caribbean to protect the 
Panama Canal, began to preoccupy the War and Navy departments 
as soon as the passing of control of the Atlantic out cof friendly 
hands loomed as a possibility. Since the invasion of Holland, the 
heads of the defense services have been hammering on the President 
to seek such bases without delay. 

The transfer of over-age destroyers became an acute problem 
at about the same time. England and France wanted destroyers early 
in the spring. Then, in the retreat from Dunkerque, a considerable 
portion of England’s destroyer fleet was either sunk or put out of 
commission. Prime Minister Winston Churchill addressed a series 
of pleading personal appeals to the President.

‘territorial integrity or the politi- 
cal independence of the Kingdom 
of Norway.” 

On that same day, April 9, 1940, 
the Nazis invaded Norway. 
Before the Reichstag, on Jan- 

uary 30, 1937, Hitler said, “We are 
ready to acknowledge and guaran- 
tee these states (Holland and Bel- 
gium) at all times as inviolable 
neutral territory.” 

On May 10, 1940,-Nazis invaded 
Belgium and Holland. In Rotter- 
dam alone, an open, defenseless 
city, Naz bombers killed 30,000 
helpless civilians, wounded 70,000 
more and left only three build- 
ings standing over an area of two 
square miles. . 

On July 5, 1940, Hitler said, 
“Germany has no territorial pos- 
sessions in the American continent 
and has given no ‘occasion what- 
ever for the assumption that she 
intends to acquire such posses- 
sion.” 

And the action, in so far as the 
United States is concerned, can 
only be indicated by a question 
mark,

Try to 
lie down at least 15 minutes in 
the middle of the day. And when 
you lie down, relax. Unbutton 
your collar and belt* and shoes. 
Take a few long breaths—belly 
breaths, as Dr. Brady says. Wheth- 
er you take a nap or not, you will 
rest. It will give your heart a 
distinct rest. And those of us 
who are over 40 had just as well 
remember that our hearts are not 
as new as they were when we 
were 20. Thy will keep on pump- 
ing just as long as they can. We 
can definitely help them, if we 
will.

Jr., director of the Fulton County 
Public Welfare Department. 

His statement came after pub- 
lication of figures showing that 
hundreds of general relief clients 
have failed to participate in the 
plan during its first month of 
operation in Fulton county and as 
a result only approximately $34,- 
000° worth of free blue stamps 
have been given away and only 
$28,000 worth of orange stamps 
sold. It had been expected the 
total would be at least $175,000 a 
month. 


“If the relief load has actually 


decreased in Fulton county, no one 
would be happier about it than 
I” said Mays. “But I do not think 
been decreased. The need 
is still great, 

“In the food stamp plan figures 
showing that 5,122 general relief 
cases were expected and only 
2,847 were certified by us, it 
would seem there has been a drop. 
Actually, the only figure on gen- 
eral relief cases | have furnished 
officials was that in 
March we had 2,561 cyses repre- 
senting 6,276 persons. Many of our 
cases, totaling more than 1,000. 
are of lone persons who are not 
householders and therefore not 
eligible for food stamps,” 
clared, 

“As for the difference between 
expected WPA cases and WPA 
persons awalting assignment and 
those actually certified, all I can 
say is that the figures were fur- 
nished this departmnet by the 
state WPA office. I am informed 
that many persons awaiting WPA 
assignment have gotten private 
employment and many 
wish to participate in the plan,” 
said Mays. 

“Relief loads vary and I hope 
that ours will decrease until there 
are no persons needinz relief. 

“However, I am _ certain that 
more of our clients will partici- 
pate in the plan next month when 
they are thoroughly familiar with 
its working.”

Says Britain Expects 
To Gain Powerful , 
Allies—Perhaps U. $A 


The attitude or unruffled assur. 
with which beleaguered 


for a long war must be 
somewhat disconcerting at times 
to her foes. 

As bombs rain on London, the 


British have an official mission 


of experts in this country, work- 
ing closely with our own War De- 
partment, quietly completing ar- 
rangements for the manufacture 
of some 4,000 medium tanks, 
British orders in the United 


‘States for other munitions are 


approaching a _ two-billion-dollar 
total. Thousands of warplanes 
have been ordered in American 
aircraft plants; more than 200 
were scheduled for completion this 
month. 


Urgent Need. 

The urgent need for planeswin 
the defense of the British oo 
and for counterraids on Germany 
and Italy is obvious, but what 
about fleets of 25-ton tanks, the 
first of which probably cannot be 
completed for a year? 

Four thousand is a tremendous 
number of this particular weapon, 
presumably far more than would 
ever be required for the home 
'defense of England itself in any 
itype of conflict even hinted by 
|Nazi-style blitzkrieg. As a gauge, 
it may be noted that the expand- 


ing American army has ordered 
thus far but 1,000 of the med- 
ium type—which, incidentally, is 
almost identical with the British 
design. 

| The projected acquisition of 4,- 
000 of the 25-ton monsters con- 
notes further the _ intention to 
build up a force of several times 
‘that many smaller and faster light 
tanks. The ratio in modern armies 
is five or more of these to one 
medium tank. 

| If Britain is arming for a fu- 
ture frontal invasion of the con- 
tinent the plans are being made 
in the face of decidedly dismal 
prospects just now. She has a 
bare toehold in western Europe 
‘only at Gibraltar. 


See Decline. 


The explanation is suggested by 
Prime. Minister Churchill. and 
statements of his wa- cabinet. It 
is that they regard the aerial siege 
as only a temporary phase of the 
conflict, destined to be succeeded 
‘iby a decline in Nazi fortunes—a 
idecline of which’ Britain must 
| prepare to take advantage in 
|'woys which cannot be clear at this 
time. 
| There is expectation in Britain 
i'that next year, in 1942 or 1943, 
Britain will gain powerful allies 
‘in some way; that perhaps con- 
'quered nations will turn. on the 
'Germans, the Balkans will blaze, 
lor the United States will enter the 
war. 

Any allies other than the United 
States would have to be largely 
armed by Britain, and there would 
thus be ample deman1d for tanks 
-and all other weapons. In the 
| meantime these are urgently need- 
ied in the land warfare on other 
‘empire fronts, if not in England 
| itself. 
| In genera] terms, Mr. Church- 
'ill’s address of last week was elo- 
quent of British hopes. 

“Many opportunities may lie 
open to amphibious power,” he 
, suggested. Germany, Italy and “all 
other countries that have fallen 
into the German power” are to be 
squeezed relentlessly by the block- 
ade, 


Road to Victory. 


Above all, ‘‘The process of 
bombing the military industries of 
Germany ... affords one, at least, 
| of the surest, if not the shortest 
of all roads to victory.” 

“Even if the Nazi legions stood 
triumphant on the Black sea, or 
indeed upon.the Caspian; even if 
Hitler was at the gates of India, 
'it would profit him nothing if at 
the same time the entire economic 
and scientific apparatus of the 
German war power lay shattered 
and pulverized a* hom,” he said. 

Meanwhile, almost daily devel- 
opments as well as the prime min- 
ister’s statement to the house of 
commons provide reminders of the 
way British hopes are bound up 
with this country. 

In Cairo, the Egyptians are tole 
by Sir Miles Lampson, the Britis 
ambassador, that war <upplies are 
flowing to Great Britain from “the 
mighty industrial organization In 
the United States, which is rapidly 
transforming itself into a huge 
arsenal.” 

“When the moment comes—and 
it is not so far away—we shall 
launch our great counteroffen- 


sive,” the envoy promised.
